Committee Expected to M»k» Public a 


Hew PUn Within w. Short Time. 


Boston* June 15.—Within a short ttma 


:he reorganization committee Is expected 
to make public its new plan for the re- 
organization of the Union Pacific rail- 
way, as assurances have been received 
.hat the plan will be acceptable to the 
representatives 
of 
the 
government. 


The new plan is said to provide Cor the 
securing of the road by the reorgan- 
ization committee for the actual net sum 
of $28,691,336, although the minimum Bid 
was fixed at $45,754,000. 


It Is said that the plans for reorgan- 


ization have proceeded so far that the 
changes to be made In the board ot di- 
rectors have been decided upon, and 
Oliver TV. Mink of this city is named as 
the probable president of the new cor- 
poration. 
The allotment of the first 


mortgage 4 per cent bonds which, under 
the original plan, was to be $100,000,000 
is to be reduced under the new plan to 
$75,000,000, and ther% Is to be an Interest 
In the allotment of preferred stock to 
the Union Pacific sinking fund #B and 
the Kansas Pacific consols. 


The reorganization committee has now 


secured practically all of the outstand- 
ing bonds afloat and nearly all the stock.

SELF INFLATING TTft£7 ~~ 


PERSONAL PARAGRAPHS. 


A Description of Quo Which an 


man Claims to Eavo Invented. 


A self inflating tiro has been invented, 


eo it is claimed, by an Englishman. It 
is self inflating, inasmuch as the air 
comes in automatically, and also self 
deflating, because the air escapes almost 
on the same plan in which it comes in. 
Strictly speaking, the invention is an 
alternating inflating and deflating tire, 
working automatically. Instead of the 
nsual endless tube which is common to 
all or most detachable tires, a piece of 
tubing of about half the <Uameter and 
twice the length isemployiflr Thistubo 
is coiled twice around the wheel in a 
direction opposite to that of its rotation, 
and each of the two ends tapers to a 
point, where ii, is-sealed. 


These ends overlap one another to the 


extent of the tapering and BO fill np the 
space. A valve of the ordinary kind is 
fitted near ono end of the inner tube, 
and the first coil occupi.es a position in 
the hollow of the rim. This £art of the 
ttibe is thinner and of smaller diameter 
than the other half, which is coiled out- 
side of it and is situated immediately 
beneath the tread ofthe tire. An outer 
cover of ordinary cratraeter and attach- 
ment is used. 


The automatic inflating is performed 


as follows: If the tiro is emp^v or has 
littlo air in it, the weight of The rider, 
and the machine compresses the tube^, 
more especially the bore of the thinner 
part lying in the rim, to the end of 
which the valve is attached. This part 
is flattened under the pressure, and us 
the wheel goes around the pressure trav- 
els along it, leaving behind a vacuum 
Into which the air flows through the 
valve. This operation goes on until the 
tire is fully inflated, being renewed at 
every revolution of the wheel. The in- 
gress of air follows the flattening of the 
tire, making the inflation of the tiro an 
nutomatio process. 
The tiro works 


whether there is a puncture or not, aud 
the claim can also bo made that it ia 
nonpunctnrnblo.—Washington Star.

• The surprising feature of tho limiting 
of tho bicycle guarantee by the national 
cycle board of trade to six months is the 
almost tmiversal satitsfaction this action 
has given to retail dealers in general, 
and should the guarantee be removed 
entirely in another season it is altogeth- 
er probable that such a move would 
meet with tho surne approval by all rep- 
utable dealers a ad agenta as has been 
granted the rutting in half of the former 
one yoar guarantee. Taking into con- 
isi deration the 
enormous expense to 


;which makers hnve been subjected in 
replacing so called "defective" parts, 
broken or dajnagerl in the great majority 
of instances through tlie ignorance or 
•wanton carelessness of the rider and the 
many well known abuses of the guaran- 
tee system, the maker* themselves will 
no doubt be ready and willing to remove 
this relic of early days nnd sell their 
goods upon the reputations which they 
have established for honest dealing and 
conscientious endeavors to give value 
received for their goods. It is therefore 
no venturesome prediction to state that 
the limitation of a, guarantee to six 
months in "1897 is but a preliminary 
step towaid the ubolishmentof the guar- 
antee system next year. 


Thfi guarantee is, after all) n mis- 


nomer, for it is only valuable to tbe ex- 
tent of the liberality and ability of the 
maker to carry out. To the prospective 
buyer all guarantees are alike, but be 
finds, to his porrow, when too late, that 
the guarantee is hot a poor remedy for 
the evils of a poor mount, and when he 
makes his second investment ho cares 
little for the guarantee, but much for 
the reputation of the wheel and tlie 
maker. It is u noticeable fact that in 
the great majority of sales of wheels, 
the quality of which has become recog- 
nized as high, giade in fact as well as in 
name, the guarantee is never asked for. 
With the guarantee removed entirely no 
maker who is earnestly striving for a 
reputation and iszenlons of the name of 
hi'"' goods would hesitate for a monlent 
to freely repls&at defective materials or 
make good defective work, even though 
such defect be undiscovered for two

-idge over the stream, some rods 


above the present one. This will make a 
;ood entrance to the park from the west. 
All of the bridges will be supplied with 
heavy iron railings ao that people can ob- 
&tn from them good views of the chasm 
with safety, and iron railings will also be 
set at each side of the Natural bridge, 
which visitors now have to exercise some 
care in crossing, and where it is by no 
means safe to allow children to go unat- 
ended. A stairway will be built leading 
Vom the base of the quarry up to the 
Natural bridge, and also an iron stairway 
and walk will be built under the arch so 
hat people can safely and easily inspect 
he under side of this interesting rock 
formation. This will be the greatest im- 
provement of all, as it is the desire of 
ivery visitor to pass down under the 
bridge, and yet comparatively few do so 


g to the discomfort and risk attend- 


ng the undertaking. 


A very extensive cave near the bridge 
ill be opened. This cave can be entered 


now by crawling through a small open- 
ing, and by blasting away a quantity of 
rock it will be made accessible to people 
who do not want to get down and crawl 
into it like a snake. There is something 
strangely fascinating about a cave and by 
opening a door to this one much will be 
added to the attraction of the place. 


There is a long pond some distance 


above the bridge on which row boats are 


used. 
This pond will be nearly 


doubled in size and supplied with attrac-^ 
tive boats, and will be a source of great 
pleasure to the children. 


The wagon road leading from the quar- 


ry to the top of the hill will be widened 
and improved, and ultimately a road may 


opened through land owned by A. TV * 


Preston, leading from the park to the 
Stamford road. 
This would add to the 


attractions of the place for such as should 
visit it by team. Drives and walks will be 
opened tnrough the grounds, rustic seats, 
ice cream 
pavilions, etc., will be

demands, and the grounds will be beauti- 
ful with flowers and shrubbery. 


There are several other improvements 


which can easily be made. Just below 
the Natural bridge the formation of the 
quarry is such that by a little damming a 
handsome pond could be formed. This 
would be fed by a pipe connected with 
the large cylinder which conveys water 
from above the bridge to the mill below, 
,nd the fall is such that a fountain rising 
from 30 to 40 feet could easily be had. 
This would add greatly to the beauty of 
the place, and in connection with it there 
might profitably be established a small 
building tor plunge and shower baths, 
which would be sure of a liberal patron- 
age here, wbere most people are com- 
pelled to confine their bathing operations 
within the narrow limits of a bathtub. If 
found desirable the grounds and bridge 
can be cheaply lighted by electricity with 
power from the mill, which is a part of 
the property. 


To make all of these improvements will 


call for a large outlay and not all will be 
done thia year, but it is Mr. Kich's inten- 
tion to make a substantial beginning. It 
being a private enterprise, Mr. Rich will 
bo obliged to get his returns from admis- 
sion fees or by charging a small sum for 
the privilege of entering the cave and 
passing under the bridge. In either case 
the charges will be small, as the profits 
from an enterprise of such, a character 
come from large numbers of 
visitors 


rather than from large prices. 


The extension of the Hoosao Valley 


street railroad to the Beaver makes the 
Natural bridge more accessible than ever 
before, and visitors are more numerous 
this summer than in any past season. 
With the improvement* which have been 
planned the place will become one of the 
most attractive spots in Berkshire county, 
of which it has always been one of the 
greatest natural wonders.

Attempted Suicide.

The maximum 
salary for assistants is $9 per week. 


The minimum salary of teachers who 


have been thoroughly trained by experi- 
ence or practice to do independent work 
ia $10 per week for the first and second 
years of teaching, £11 a week for the 
third and fourth years aud f 12 a week for 
the fifth year of service. Thia is the max- 
imum regular salary. 


After six years of service merit and 


grade will determine the teacher's salary 
without limit, according to a carefully 
prepared scheme of special promotion. 
Under thia plan any teacher may try to 
secure an increase in salary by joining 
what will be called "Tbe Promotion 
Class.*' Thia class will be required to do 
special work in educational, scientific and 
literary lines subject to written examma 
tions.
